1 should rather ask, Who cau esti-
mate what we lost by it?

Lot me ask, woy did General Lee sarrender?
Because e could not heloat! For the same
rea-on, we must submit to Lae politigal, not the
gociul (for tha! is o thing under onr own coan-
trol) eqnaiity of the ircedmen, Tms is “'the
gituntion"—the guestton is, sball we go on wnd
agnin make bad worse, or shall we try to make
the best of it?

Whit is the reseon that thenegro vote, instend
of being seattered, 15 concentraeed with the full
force of & golid column? 1t is carried by the
violent opposition made to the will of the Geue-
rul Government in regurd to reconstruction,

Boaring the Remalms of Thaddous
Btevems to Lamcnstar.

Wasmiserox, Aug. 14.—At an early hour this
moruing crowds of people wended their way
towurda the Oapltol tor the purpose of looking
for itie Tast time upon the familiar face of the
Iate Thaddeus Stevens, and of wilnessing the
funeral cerrmonies prior to the depariure of the
remuins for Lancasier. At hall-past seven
o'clock the rotunda was Glled to overflowing,

Among the prominent personages present
werp Attorney-General Eyarts, Surgeon-General
Baroes, Senators Bumner and McDonald, Hon,
Dennis Barnes, General Joseph A, Ekin, Mayor
Bowen, and & large number of prominent citi.
zens of Washlegton; also, eeveral of the Sialers
of Charity from Providence Hospital, The
services commenced at 8 o'clock, Rew, Dr,
Emery, of this city, reading the Beriptores, He
was followed by the Rev. Dr. Gray, Chaplain op
the S8enate, who delivered a somewhat lengthy
discourse upon the life and character of Mr,
Blevens. At the conelasion of the sermon, Rev.
Dr. Hamilton offered a prayer and prouounced a
benediction,

After the household and immediate friends of
the lamented dead bad taken a last look of him
the coflin was closed, and the pall-bearers car-

ried it down to Lhe east portico steps, to the

hearee In waiting to convey 1t to the depot. A
procession was formed in the following order:—
Bergeants-at-arms of the Benate, Brown and
James Ekw; Mozarl (polorea) Brass Band; de-
tachment of Butler Zouaves (colorcd), with urms
reversed and flag draped in mourning; detach-
ment of the Capital Police; Attorney-General
Evarts; BSenstor Sumnper; Burgeon-Gencral
Burnes; Dr. Noble: young Mr. Stevens; family
physician; Mayor Bowen: hearse, drawn by four
horses; guard of hovor, covsisting of a squwd of
Butler Zouaves; family, in carziages; followed
by citizens on foot.

The procession passed up North A strect to
First street, down First street to € gtreet, and
along that to the depot. The cortege arrived at
the depof avout a qaarter of 10 o'cloek, and the
coflin was immediately borne to the curs, those
who sre 1o accompany the rewains to Luncaster
foliewinz. The train, which consisted ot four
cars, immediutely started, The remains were

lnced in the tront ear in charze of the pall-
jearcig. Iu the second car ia the Committee of
City Councils of Washington.

The gunrd of honor, consisting of officers of
Butler Zounves, oceupied the third car; the
family and Liousehold of Mr, Stevens in the last
cur, There were no ﬂmppuﬁcs belween Wasli-
fopton and Ballimore, aud no incidents of
speciul note along the ronte. The train reached
Bultimore a little after 11 o'clock, and was inime-
diately drawn throngh the eity to the depot of
the Northern Central Rallway.

The Funeral of ¥naddens Stevamy,
Despatch to the Asioctaled Press,

Wasuinarox, Ang, 14.—The funeral of Hon.
Thaddeus Steveus taok place this morning at 9
o'clock. The ceremonies were condueted in the
Rotunda at the Capitol, and the remains left for
Lanecaster at 10 o'clock. The Rotuuda was open
ull night, and a guard ol honor, compozed of
twenty-ive members of the Butler Zouaves
remmmed with the corpse. The crowd of visit
ors, both black nnd white, kept streaming into
the Capitol last night unlil about 11 o'clock,
when the numbers grew less, and at midnight
quiet reigned in the Caplitol. By 7 o'clock this
morning the crowd begnn to assemble uear the
Capitol, The visitors, upon entering the Ro-
tunda, passed around the coffin to have a last
look at the departed statesmun, a sentinel being

posted at each coruer of the catafulque, to direct
persons and prevent & crowd from assemblivg
sbout the coffin.

Georee 5. Brown, Fsq., Sergeant.at-arms of
the Senanle, who had charge of the tuneral
arrangements, snd Genernl Jumes A, Eakiu,
who conducted the arrsagements on the part of
the family of the deceased, and General Michler,
Commissioner of Public Bwldings, were on
band at sy early hour perfecting all arrunge-
meuis for the eervicee. The body boarers,
eight gentlemen from Lancaster county, who
accompanied the remains, were Messrs, J,
M. Parke, Samuel Houston, 8, 8, Strachom,
R. Junkin Jucobs, Joseph Cook, E. 8, Brosius,
W. F. Martin, and J. O, Eastou, Tuey will act
as pull-bearers until the body reaches Lan-
cnster. At five minutes past 8 o'clock they were
urranged upon elther side of the coffin; and
immediately in {he rear of them o guard of the
Butler Zovaves with side arms; while at the
bead of Lhe cotfin chalra were arranged for the
famiiy of the decensed, Seuators Trambull aad
Sumner, aud the Cammittee trom the Washing-
ton Cl'y Counclls were present and jolued ln
the procession, and shortly after the miunlsters,
attonding  physiciuns, family, and eervants
of the deceased eptered, when the services
were commuenced by a rending from the
O8th Psalm, and other eelections from the
Bible, alter which Rev. Dr, Gray arose and de-
livered o sermon of about a hall hoar's leogth,
Alter which followed prayer wnd a benedlction
by the Hev, Dr, Humilton, pustor of Rylaud
Chapel, of this city, Kleven Sistars of Charity,
from Provideuce Hospital, were predent during
the services, at the concluglon of which the pro-
cedslon of Iriends snd mourners moved to the
Bultimore depot. The heatse containing the
remuing was deawn by four white horeev. The
route of the procession was lined with spectators,
On the grrlval at the depot, the romains were
deposited in the ear arranged for the purpose,
when all lntending to necompiny thom secured
eents fn the tratn,  The features of the decsasied
hauve changed constdorably since yesterday; the
eyes and temples are very much sunken, and
the fuee 18 of an slmost saffron hue, A very
large crowd was asgembled at the depat, and at
10 o’clock, a8 the train moved off, dispersea in
different directlons.
